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Morgan axd his Oiukct. — The great raid 
is ever, and the injury effected in a military 
point of view has been so trifling that it is 
already repaired. A few insignicant railroad 
bridges destroyed and telegraph wires cut 
sum up all that has been done by the famous 
bandit in the way of legitimate warfare. As 
to fighting, a thief never fights, and nobody 
expected anything of that kind from John 
Morgan, and from the latest accounts public 
expectation in this particular has not been dis- 
appointed. The whole object of the expedi- 
tion was to steal for the private emolument of 
the officers. Morgan saw that the rebellion 
was on its last lege, and doubtlees his aim was 
to steal enough money to enable him and his 
ntw-made wife to leave a country that 
must ever be tco hot to hold him under any 
possible future. Money was the main object 
of the theft. Horses they stole simply to enable 
them to replace their broken down stock. 
Clothing they purloined simply because their 
filthy and vermin-covered garments had be- 
come unendurable even to them. Food they 
seized because it was necessary to their suste- 
nance. But the main object of anxious in- 
quiry with all, from Morgan down to the dir- 
tiest thief in the gang, was money. Morgan 
would draw a squadron up around a mill or a 
stt^aer a dwelling, and notify the owner that 
e must fork over a thousand dollars or 
he would burn his buildings. Of course 
the money was forthcoming. The ex- 
ample of the chief was not lost upon 
his followers, and in their humble way 
they carried out his principle and practice to 
the fullest and meanest extent. In one in- 
stance, beyond Vernon, a field officer compel- 
led a sick widow woman to give up the last 
cent she had in the world, amounting to a 
little less than four dollars in postage cur- 
rt ncy. With tears she begged that he would 
kave her at least a portion of it to purchase 
needful medicine, but no — "your money, or 
I'll burn your house," was the reply, and the 
sick woman crawled from her bed and pro- 
duced the money from its secret hiding place. 
A private thief who witnessed this chivalrous 
transaction was eo indignant at the outrage 
that he rode on to the next town, stole two 
bolts of domestic and a piece of calico, and 
took them back and presented them to the 
woman as a compensation for her loss. 

The most marvellous thing about this rai l 
is the forbearance manifested by the citizens 
toward the stragglers who have fallen into 
their hands. It would have been the most 
natural thing in the world for an outraged 
populace to hunt them down as they 
would hunt so many mad wolves; but 
we are told that their piteous pleadings for 
mercy when captured would have distrmed a 
tigress that had been robbed of her whelp. 
In a few instances stragglers have been shot 
down, but generally they have been captured, 
and, alter being thoroughly stripped of their 
plunder, treated as prisoners of war. It is to 
be hoped, however, that not one of the scoun- 
drels will be either exchanged or piroled. 



"At a meeting of tbe Royal Geographi- 
cal Society, held in London on the 8th June, 
after the reading of a remarkable paper on the 
'Physical Geography of the I ndo- Australian 
Archipelago," by Mr. Wallace, a distinguished 
naturalist, who has spent seven years in the 
Indian Archipelago, and hu communicated 
papers on Borneo and other subjects — a very 
curious fact was stated by Mr. Crawford. The 
Times says: 

Mr. Crawford, after acknowledging the 
merits of the paper, and making observttions 
on tbe inhabitants, related some particulars 
respecting the volcanic eruption of the Tim- 
boro Mountain in 1814, of which he witnessed 
some of the effects. At a distance of 'iOO miles 
it was pitch dark for three days; tbe ashes 
were carried by the monsoon to a distance of 
l,20O miles from the mountain, and for ten 
days he was obliged to write by caudle-light." 

The famous "Dark Day," which caused so 
much consternation in this country many 
years ago, and which was owing doubtless to 
ome kindred cause, grows quite light in com- 
panion with an eclipse so total and continu- 
ous as that related above. 



Tub Paroled Prisoners at VicKSBCRf;. — 
An exchange calls attention U> the fact that an 
erroneous idea is prevalent respecting the pa- 
roling of the prisoners captured at Vicksburg. 
Many suppose that Grant and Pemberton act- 
ed in contravention of the stipulation recently 
made between the rebel authorities and our 
government, and have therefore feared that 
we should lose the advantage gained by th3 
capture of the prisoners. But this, the Prov- 
dence (R. I.) Journal says, is not so. One 
of the terms of the cartel agreed upon by 
the Richmond authorities and our War De- 
partment is that the commanders of two op- 
posing armies are authorized to exchange pris- 
oners or release them on parole at other points 
than those expressly named in the cartel. 
Orant and Pemberton were, therefore, fully 
authorized to enter into the arrangement they 
made. Lee paroled the prisoners he took at 
Gettysburg without an agreement with Meade. 
Their parole is therefore not binding. 

8@rThe New York World has been in- 
formed from trustworthy sources that General 
Meade tendered his resignation as commander 
of the Army of the Potomac immediately after 
the if treat of Lee across the Potomac. It is 
understood that he felt keenly his error in not 
attacking the enemy when Lee was really re- 
treating and could have been taken at a great 
disadvantage. The President refused to ac- 
cept General Meade's resignation, so the latter 
is now in Virginia with his whole army, pur- 
suing the retreating rebels. We think with 
our contemporary that General Meade's re- 
tention in command will please the country. 
His discretion and truthfulness are so marked 
that the country feels safe with him at the 
head of the army. His despatches prove him 
to be a Christian and a gentleman, and a 
marked improvement upon his immediate 

predecesso rs.

Some months ago I promised to send to yon 
the decision that was expected to be given by 
Hon. John E. Newman, Judge of the Fifth Ju- 
dicial District, in the case of Baxter vs Neville, 
then pending in the Marion Circuit Court. 
1 'tiring the regular term of the court, on mo- 
I tion of lawyers employed in the case, the 
cause was continued until the next term of the 
court. To-day, Judge Newman gave his de- 
cision, and I send a copy of it to you for pub- 
lication. The decision is of the greatest im- 
portance to Kentucky, since it involves the 
constitutionality of an act of Congress passed 
March 3d, 18(33, in regard to the removal of 
civil cases from State courts to the United 
States District Court. Only two decisions 
have been made by judges in tbe United States 
piior to this one touching tbe act, one by 
Judge Van Trump, of Ohio, the other by 
Judge Doniphan, ct Kentucky. In both cues 
tbey decided the act to be inoperative because 
it was unconstitutional. However, there was 
a marked difference in tbe causes under con- 
sidetation when these judgments were made. 

Tbe facts of this case are about as follows: 
John W. Neville was deputy marshal and in- 
spector at Lebanon. He arrested L.Baxter, 
took from him his pistols and imprisoned him 
a short time upon evidence, whether sufficient 
we do not design to judge, that Baxter was 
about to aid the rebellion — was armed for the 
purpose of aiding the rebellion. Baxter now 
brings suit for the recovery of his pistol3, and 
sues for damages for false imprisonment.

IMPORTANT PKC1SION BY HON.J'>IIN K. NEW- 
MAN. .11 I e;K OF FIFTH Jl'iilL'IAL DISTKU'T, 
KKATl'CKY. 

Lafayette Baxter, plaiutiff, 
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John W. Neville, dcfendati 

The question involved in the motion to re- 
move this cause for trial to the Federal court 
is one which demands a careful investigation, 
being a supposed conflict between a statute of 
tbe late Congress and the reserved rights of a 
Slate, and 1 regret that the counsel engaged 
iu tbe cause should have submitted it to the 
decision of the court without argument. 1 
have, however, endeavored to give to the sub- 
ject that consideration which its importance 
seems to demand. 

The first section of the act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 3, 1863, upon which this motion 
is predicated, and the constitutionality of 
which is called in question, reads as follows: 

"That if any suit or prosecution, civil or 
criminal, has been or shall be commenced in 
any Stale court against any officer, civil or 
military, or against any other person fjr any 
arrest or imprisonment made, or other tres- 
passes or wrongs done or committed, or any 
act omitted to be done, at any time during the 
present rebellion, by virtue or under color of 
any authority derived from or exercised by or 
under the President of the United States, or 
any art of Congress, and tbe defendant shall, 
at the time of entering his appearance in such 
court, or if such appearance shall have been 
entered before the passage of this act, then, at 
the next session of the court in which such 
suit or prosecution is pending, file a petition 
stating the facts, and verified by affidavit, for 
the removal of the cause for trial at the next 
circuit court of the United States to be holden 
in the district where the suit is pending, 
and offer good and sufficient surety lor his 
filing in such court on the first day of its ses- 
sion copies of such process and other proceed- 
ings against him, and also for his appearing 
in such court and entering special bail in tbe 
cause, if special bail was originally required 
therein, it shall then be the duty ot the State 
court to accept the sarety and proceed no 
further in the cause or prosecution; and the 
bail that shall have been originally taken shall 
be discharged. And such copies being filed 
asp.foresoid in such court of the United States, 
the cause shall proceed therein in tbe same 
manner as if it had been brought in said court 
by oiiginal process, whatever may be the 
amcuct in dispute or the damages claimed, 
or whatever the citizenship of the pirtics, 
any former law to the contrary notwitnstand- 
ing," tic. 

The same section provides that the suit or 
prosecution may be removed or transferred, 
by appeal taken during the term of the Slate 
Court at which the final judgment may 
have been rendered, and even after the rendi- 
tion of the judgment in any such ease, the 
raity may within six months remove the cause 
by w rit of error or other process to the Cir- 
cuit Ccurt of the United States of that district 
in which such judgment shall have been ren- 
dered, and the said Circuit Court shall there- 
upon proceed to try and determine the Ucts 
and the law in such action in the same man- 
ner as if tbe same bad been there originally 
commenced, the judgment in such case not- 
withstanding. 

Is this section of the statute an unauthor- 
ized attempt to transfer from the Slate to the 
Federal Courts a subject matter of controver- 
sy which belongs exclusively to the State tri- 
bunals? It cannot be doubted that there are 
subjects of litigation :o exclusively wilhin 
tbe revised rights of the Slate that any at- 
tempt to transfer them to the Federal tribu- 
nals would be unauthorized by the Constitu- 
tion. It is equally nndeniable that an ordi- 
nary action between citizens of the same 
State for a false imprisonment or for a tres- 
pass done to private property is such a con- 
tioversy as belongs exclusively to the State 
Courts. If, however, tbe imprisonment be 
made or trespass done under the authority of 
the Federal Government, does it not present 
a different question? 

As the powers of the Federal Government 
are delegated only, and the powers not dele- 
gated to the United States by ihe Constitution., 
nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserve?, 
to the States respectively or the people; it is 
t eitain no suit can be removed from the State 
to tbe Federal courts unless it be a subject 
matter of controversy of whieh the Federal 
court; may take jurisdiction under the Federal 
Constitution. Tbe Constitution notonly con- 
fers jurisdiction upon the Federal courts in all 
ceses affecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters and consuls, and all cases ot admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction, and controversies 
to which the United States shall be a party, 
or between two or more States, between citi- 
zen of d.fferent States, and between citi- 
zens of the ss.me State claiming lands un- 
der grent« of different States, but it 
declares that its jurisdiction shall extend 
to all eases in law and equity arising under 
the Constitution, the laws of the United 
States, and treaties made or which shall be 
made under their authority. This provision 
is tot only necessary in order to maintain uni- 
formity in tbe o'erUions upon the Constitution 
and laws of tbe United States, but it is essen- 
tial to enable the Federal Government to pre- 
setveitsown independence within its sphere, 
and perform its high duties to its own citizens 
and to foreign nations. The Federal Govern- 
ment is a sovereignty, and possesses sovereign 
rgbta, and is the supreme law of the land with- 
in the limits prescribed by the Federal Consti- 
tution. It is a just and admitted principle that 
every Government ought to possess the means 
of exacting its own provisions by its own au- 
thority, and if any disputes arise in a State re- 
specting the fundu mental laws, the public ad- 
ministration, or tbe rights of the different 
powers of which it is composed, it belongs to 
the nation alone to judge and determine them 
conformably to its political Constitution. To 
secure the6e essential rights to the Federal 
Government, Its judicial power is by the Con- 
stitution made to extend to all cant iu law or 
equity, arising under tbe Constitution and 
laws and treaties of the United States, and 
this grant of judicial power being without 
limit or restraint, except that the case must 
aiisc out of the Constitution, or laws, or 
treaties of the United States, must in all such 
cases subsist in tbe utmost latitudes of which 
its own nature is susceptible. [Martin vs Hun- 
ter, lessee, 1 Wbeaton Rep. 304-82; Cohens 
vs. Virginia, C Wheaton R, 264.] In all 
cases effecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters, and consuls, and those in which a State 
shall be a paity, the Constitution gives ori- 
ginal jurisdiction to the Supreme Court. The 
residue of the judicial power of the Federal 
Government may be distributed, according to 
tbe discretion of Congress, amongst the infe- 
rior courts of the Federal Government; to 
which tribunals Congress may give ori- 
ginal or appellate jurisdiction — exclusive 
in some cases and in others concurrent 
with the State courts. In some cases 
exclusive original jurisdiction is given by 
Congress to the inferior courts of the 
Fedtral Government. But there are many 
cases arising under the Constitution or laws 
of the United States in which the plaintiff 
mar elect to bring bis suit in the State courts, 
ar.d in such cases the Federal courts can only 
exercise an appellate jurisdiction under such 
regulations as Congress shall think proper to 
make. This appellate jurisdiction Irom the 
State to the Federal courts has usually been 
extrcised upon a writ of error after a final 
judgment or decree in the highest court of 
law or equity in which a decision could be 
had of a State. But the powers of Congress 
are not restricted by the Federal Constitution 
to this circuitous mode of appeal. Concress 
may give to the circuit courts of the United 
States appellate as well as original jurisdic- 
tion, and may remove a case arising under 
the Constitution or laws of the United States 
from tbe State to the Federal courts, as well 
before as after final judgment The removal 
of a case before judgment from the State to 
the National Courts is but one of the modes 
of exercising appellate jurisdiction. [Martin 
vs Hunter, lessee, 1 Wheat. R , 304; Cohens vs 
Virginia, C Wheat. R., 264; Story's Comm. on 
tbe Const., ch. 38, sec. 1642, 1739 ] The ex- 
ercise of such a power is coeval with the Gov- 
ernment. The 12th section of the Judicial 
Act of 1789, passed in Congress by many of 
those persons who assisted in framing the 
Fedeiai Constitution, and the conititutitmali- 
t~ of Fbicb. act it is believed ha3 norer been 



doubted, is substantially the same in principle 
wilh the act of March 's, 1863, now called in 
question. The act of 1789 provides that a suit 
may be removed for trial from the State to the 
Federal Court when it is brought against an 
alien, or by a citizen of the State in which 
the suit was brought against the citizen of an- 
other State, or where the title of lands in dis- 
pute was derived under grants from different 
States; whilst the act of March, 1863, provides 
for the removal where the act complained of 
was done by virtue or under color of authori- 
ty derived from or exercised by or under tbe 
President of the United States or any act of 
Congress. It is true the Federal Constitution 
expressly gives the Federal courts jurisdiction 
of the cases enumerated in the act of 1789. 
but it is equally true that the Constitution ex- 
pressly gives them jurisdiction of all easts 
arising under tbe Constitution and laws of the 
United States. The simple question, therefore, 
now presented, is, whether or not this case is 
me which arises under the laws of Congress? 
The defendant in this action does not pretend 
to have derived his authority to arresl the 
plaintiff and take bis implemeats of war from 
Lim, from the President of the United States. 
Put he claims to have derived his authority 
tinder the acts of Congress creating the offices 
and giving power to the Inspector of Customs 
and the Marshal of the United States. As 
these offices of Marshal and Inspector of Cus- 
toms are civil offices with powers and duties 
defined or prescribed by statute, this motion 
does not necessarily require a decision or em- 
brace the question whether the act of March 
3, 1863, is Constitutional so far as it author- 
izes a removal from the State to the Federal 
courts of an action or prosecution com- 
menced for an arrest made or imprison- 
ment done by a person deriving his authority 
frcm the President alone without an act of 
Congress sustdining such authority. Tbe de- 
fendant in this case relies upon authority de- 
rived not frcm the President alone, but upon 
authority derived from or exercised by or un- 
der the acts of Congress ; especially does he 
teem to rely upon the acts of Congress, ap- 
proved July 13, 1861, July 29, 1861, and Au- 
gust 6, 1861. 

If the defendant acted under authority de- 
rived from any of the acts of Congress per- 
mitting or requiring him to make the arrest 
and seizure complained of, it cannot be doubt- 
ed that bis is a case arising under the laws of 
the United States as completely as if an act of 
Congress had expressly commanded the act to 
be done and declared that be should not be 
subject to an action for the alleged imprison- 
ment and trespass. If the defendant, in ar- 
resting the plaintiff and seizing his property, 
has acted in accordance with the statutes and 
laws of the Federal Government authorizing 
or requiring the performance of such acts or 
duties, those statutes carry with them by ne- 
cessary implication an exemption from liabil- 
ity. Such exemption is incidental to, and is 
implied in, the authority to make the arrest 
or seizure of the property by the Assistant In- 
spector of Customs end Deputy Marshal of the 
I nited States, and the judicial power is the 
iLStrument or means employed by the Gov- 
ernment in administering this security. [Os- 
torn vs. Bank of U. States, 9 Wheat. Rep., 
865; Story's Comm. on the Const., chap. 38, 
sec. 1650 ] 

But it may be insisted that the defendant, 
by his petition and his answer as amended, 
has not shown a state of facts authorizing him 
to seize the plaintiff's property and especially 
to arrest and imprison him, and therefore that 
his case is not one arising under tbe acts of 
Congress. The statute of Maicb, IMS, it will 
be observed, does not limit or coofiae the 
right of removal or appeal to such acts com- 
plained of as are done strictly by virtue of thj 
laws of the Federal Government. If it 
did, the validity of the defence might 
perhaps be necessarily involve! in this 
motion. The statute provides that if 
tbe arrest »r imprisonment was made or 
other trespass or wrong was done at any 
time during the present rebellion by virtue or 
under color of any authority derived from or 
exercised under any act of Congress, the suit 
may be removed for trial to the Federal Court. 
If the arrest and imprisonment of the plain- 
tiff had been made on the trespass committed, 
without tbe appearance or color of having 
been done under the authority of the Federal 
Government, the 5th section of the Statute ot 
March, 1863, would not authorize a removal of 
the action from the State Courts, and if it did 
it would be a stretch of powers by Congiess 
dangerous to the local rights of the Slates 
and not authorized by the Constitution; 
because the subject matter of controversy 
would not be one of which the Federal Courts 
could take jurisdiction. But the seizure of 
property as contraband of war is a subject 
matter within the authority and duties of the 
assistant inspector of customs, as defirfed by the 
constitutional laws of Congress, and the arrest 
and disarming of a person who is about to en- 
gage in the existing rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is a subject milter 
in which the deputy marshal of the United 
States may constitutionally exercise power 
and authority. [Gelson and al. vs. Hoyt, 3 
Wheat.. Rep. 246. Slocum vs. Mayberry, 3 
Wheat. 1; 4 Cranch 241. Acts of Congress, 
approved July 29, 1861, J 7. Gwynne on Sher- 
iffs 523. 1 Chit. Cr. L. 25-6. Handcock vs. 
Baker, 2 Bas. and Pull. 200 ] In this case it is 
manifest from the petition and the answer 
of the defendant, which is made a part of the 
petition for a removal, that the defendant 
was attempting to execute the lawful author- 
ity conferred on him by the acts of Congress, 
and whether he was fully justified in what 
he did, or whether he was mistaken, belongs 
properly to the Federal courts to decide. 
Without deciding whether the answer as 
Mm nded is or is not a sufficient defence to the 
action, 1 am clearly of the opinion that it 
nresenis a case arising under toe laws uf the 
United States, and as such the Federal courts 
may take jurisdiction of it. [Usborue vs. 
Bank of the United States, 9 Wheat. Rep., 
847; Bank of the United Slates vs. Geor- 
gia, 9 Wheat. Rep, 904; Story's Comm. on 
Const, ch 38, \ 1642 to 1652 ] 

For the State courts to make the removal of 
a canse to the Federal courts depend upon the 
question whether the arrest or imprisonment 
or trespass complained of was made strictly in 
accordance with the Constitution and laws of 
the National Government, when it clearly ap- 
piaitd that the subject matter of controversy 
was one of which the Federal courts had juris- 
diction, and which arose out of au attempt of 
the Federal officer to execute authority con- 
stitutionally conferred upon him by the Na- 
tional Government, would in effect be a de- 
nial of the right of the Federal Government to 
judge and determine the validity and con- 
stiuction of its own Constitution and law3, or 
to decide and determine the extent of power 
ar.d authority of its own officers. Such a 
r gbt claimed by the Slate tribunals, further 
tLan to decide that the subject matter of the 
ctntroversy was one of which the Federal 
Couits may or may not inke jurisdiction, 
would be an utter denial of the power of 
Congress to remove from the State Court 
those oases arising under the laws of the Uni- 
ted States, involving the essential rights of 
tbe officers acting under the authority of that 
Government, and would impair if not de- 
stroy completely the dignity, independence, 
ard safety of the Federal Government itself. 

If this action were upon trial before me on 
i'.= merits, it would undoubtedly be the duty 
of tbio Court to decide upon the validity and 
construction of the statutes of the Federal 
Government, and determine the sufficiency 
of tbe defence under the Federal laws relied 
on j but in this motion to remove the case to 
the Circuit Court of the United States for trial, 
no suth question properly arises, further than 
to detei mine that tbe subject (natter in con- 
troversy is one arising under the laws of the 
CLiled States, and of which the Federal 
Courts may propetly take jurisdiction. The 
corstitutionality and construction ot the act 
ot March, 1803, are the only questions proper- 
ly before me. Of its constitutionality I have 
no doubt as applicable to this case. 

The remaining inquiry is, therefore, whether 
this motion was made in proper time. Such 
statutes authorizing the removal of a cause 
from the State to ibe Federal tribaoals for trial 
shonld no doubt receive a strict construction, 
but it should nevertheless be a fair and just 
oonsttuctioD, wilh a view to ascertain and 
ratry cut the evident intention and object of 
the statute. By the express language of the 
btalute, if the defendant bad entered his ap- 
pearance before the passage of the act then 
his petition might be Bled at any time during 
the next session or term of the court. What 
is en appearance within the meaning of the 
act? It dees not necessarily mean the filing 
of a plea or answer. An appearance must 
mean the coming into court in person or attor- 
ney, and causing any order to be made or 
steps taken in the cause. In this view the de- 
fendant bad entered his appearance at the No- 
vember teim, 1862, when he came into 
eoutt and had an order made giving 
him till the first of March to file an an- 
swer. It may, however, be insisted that the 
d, iendant waived his right at tho M«y term, 
lfc63, by filing an answer and submitting to 
the judgment of the court as to its sufficiency 
before filing his petition for a removal. This 
argument might be entitled to more weight 
were it not for the provisions of the act allow- 
ing the defendant to progress with his cause 
even to a final judgment, and then, or even 
six mouths afterwards, apply for the removal 
to the circuit court of the United States, in 
which court the case is to be tried and deter- 
mined as if no such judgment had been ren- 
dered. The language as well as the spirit and 
object of the statute authorized the defendant 
to apply for the removal of the case at any 
time during the May term. 1SC3. I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion that the motion of the de- 
fendant for a remcval ongUt to be sustained. 

In arriving at this conclusion. I am not un- 
aware of the well-grounded fears and appre- 
betsions of many good citizens that the Fed- 
eral (.•» u*»ff iv iUili and 



absorb som* of the reserved rights &ni pre- 
rogatives of the States. This tendency in all 
governments, or danger, bas been carefully 
considered in this cose, with a determination, 
as in duty bound, to support and maintain the 
Constitution and laws or tbe State as well as 
of the National Government, and to resist any 
attempt to extend the powers of the Federal 
GoverLment beyond the bounds prescribed by 
the National Constitution. But 1 have b?ea 
unable to discover in the act of March 3, 1863, 
as applied to this case, any attempt to exercise 
a new or doubtful power 4jy Congress. Nor 
am I unaware of the distrust and feara which 
seme of our citizens, who are not in 
high favor with the national authorities, 
have, lest they could not obtain in the Federal 
courts that justice and redress of wrongs to 
which they ure entitled by law. This distrust 
is certainly unfounded. The Federal courts 
are in duty bound to guard the rights of the 
citizen, and administer impartially the same 
law which is administered in the State courts. 
The well known intelligence and integrity of 
the present Federal Judges, the high standing 
and character of the jurors in those courts, 
and the history of Federal jurisprudence from 
the beginning of the government gives full 
assurance to tbe citizen that he may in the n a- 
tional courts obtain that complete redress for 
wrongs and full measure of justice to which 
he is by law entitled. 1 have therefore no re- 
luctance in sending these parties from the State 
to the Federal courts to litigate their rights. 
1 shall in this case direct the following order 
to te entered upon the records of this court, 
ic, Ac.

[From the New Orleans Era.] 

Frcm a number of naval officers who were 
at Port Hudson at the time of its surrender to 
Major-General Banks, and who have since re- 
turned to New Orleans, we have obtained the 
following particulars in regard to the imme- 
diate causes which led to its capitulation, and 
ihe manner in which they were broughtabout. 
The number and standing of the gentlemen 
with whom we have -on versed on the subject 
is convincing that tbe statement is correct: 

On the morning of the 7th inst., as stated in 
the despatch of our correspondent at Port 
Hudson, a salute was fired from both the up- 
per and lower fleets immediately on the re- 
ceipt of the news from Vicksburg, and the 
lands of tbe different regiments struck up na- 
tional and patriotic airs. The wildest enthu- 
siasm prevailed among our soldiers all day, 
aid the proximity of the contending forces 
enabled the rebels in Port Hudson to hear the 
cheering without enlightening them as to the 
cause. 

At severed points on the lines, the rebels and 
our troops were so near together that conver- 
sations could be held, and were carried on, 
without danger to either party. 

Toward evening on the 7th the curiosity of 
the rebels to leirn what was going on became 
co great that one of their officers called out to 
a Union officer, asking: "What are you 
making all that noise about?" The answer 
was: ''We bare taken Vicksburg!" 

The rebel officer said he did not believe it, 
and on being asked what would convince him 
of its truth, he replied, "Nothing but a copy 
of the despatch, or some reliable authority." 

The Union officer then told him he would 
procure a copy of Gen. Grant's official de- 
spatch and pass it over the parapet to him. 
The rebel said if he would do so, and vouch 
for its genuineness on bis honor as a gentle- 
man and a soldier, he would be convinced. 

The Union officer at once procured a copy 
of the despatch, and, taking it to tbe enemy's 
breastworks, gave it to the officer with whom 
he had been conversing, and at the same time 
assured him, on tbe honor of a soldier, that 
the despatch w as genuine, and that he had 
copied it with his own hand. The rebel, 
having read it, said he was satisfied^ of its 
truthfulness, and that he thought it useless for 
Port Hudson longer to attempt to hold out. 

Things remained in the same position as 
previous to the interview, until two o'clock 
the next morning, when a parley was sounded 
frcm tbe rebel works, which was answered, 
and an officer came out with a despatch from 
Gen. Gardiner, asking on what terms a sur- 
render would be accepted. 

As soon as tbe message could be conveyed 
to Gen. Banks, an answer was returned, in 
effect that only an unconditional surrender 
would be accepted 

Gen. Gardiner accepted the terms, and asked 
a few hours to make the necessary arrange- 
ments. He was given twenty -four hours, but 
did not take that length of time. At twelve 
o'clock M., on the 8th of July, our forces en- 
tered Port Hudson, and hecame the masters of 
that stronghold. 

Tbe rebels were all drawn up in line of bat- 
tle, with arms stacked tn front of them, and 
tbe hungry soldiers of Gen. Gardiner were 
promptly fed Irom the commissariat of our 
army. 

In another part of the Era we find the fol- 
lowing: 

We have some additional details in regard 
to theEnrrender of Port Hudson. 

The surrender was tendered on the 8th, and 
Gen. Banks marched in and took possession 
on the 9tb. 

The cumber of rebel soldiers drawn up in 
line, when the surrendertook place, was about 
tour thousand. 

In addition to this number, there were 
about fifteen hundred sick and wounded; the 
wounded numlered about five hundred. Tne 
wounds are generally very severe, in the head, 
acd by the bullets of sharp-shooters. 

Our batteries had done a great damage, 
havirg dc:troyed an immense amount of 
stoiu, 

Tl e United States flag was run up at nine 
o'clock on Thursday morning, the 9th inst., 
and was saluted by the Hartford as she 

pesffd. 

Tfcere had been terribte sickness in the 
garrison, and almost total destitution of medi- 
cine. They suffertd terribly from this cause. 

There was a good supply of ammunition, 
all of which fell into our hands. 

At tLe time the Hartford left Port Hndsjn, 
Gen. Banks had not paroled any of the rebel 
prisoners. 

THE HAHTFCRD AND ALBATROSS. 

A scene of the greatest excitement was crea- 
ted on and near the levee yesterday eveniag 
by the announcement that the Hartlord and 
Albatioss had arrived from above Port Hud- 
son, after four months' hard and dangerous 
service between the rebel strongholds that 
have so long blocked navigation on the Father 
of Waters. 

Ia mediately on the hoisting of tbe stars 
and stripes ever the rebel works at Port Hud- 
son, the Hartford dropped down and fired a 
Dutional salute in honor of the event. Shortly 
titter, accompanied by the Albatross an 1 Es- 
Irelli, she steamed slowly down the river, 
receiving the cheers and congratulations of 
both ibe army and navy as she passed along. 

While lying opposite Port Hudson, these 
vessels were visited by Maj -Gen. Hanks, and 
the o fliccTS and crews received the thanks of 
the Commandiug General for the efficient aid 
lley had rendered him in the recent eveneful 
cempaigns. 

From Baton Rouge down they came along 
slowly, carefully examining every point where 
reLe! batteries were reported stationed, and 
firing wbereTer it was probable rebei guns 
mi^ht be concealed, but they could discover 
nothing, nor get an answering shot. They 
arrived cere at a quarter-past six o'clock last 
evening. 

TOUCHL1GHT PBOCS'^SION IN NEW ORLEANS.

Durgnt addressed a great meeting on Canal 
street; another large meeting was also held on 
Canal street, near the Iron House, where pa- 
triotic speeches were delivered by several dis- 
tinfuished speakers. 

At the conclusion of these proceedings, an 
imrret se torchlight procession formed, with 
tbe right resting on Canal street, under the 
direction ot '/.. Gctchell, Esq., Chief Marshal. 
It proceeded up St. Charles street to Poydras, 
dov I, Poydras to Carondelet, up Carondelet to 
JrJii, up Julia to Camp, up Camp to Pry tania, 
up Prj tania to Terpsichore, down Terpsichore 
to Coliseum, up Coliseum, stopping at the res- 
idence of Rear-Admiral Farragut, to Felicity, 
down Feiie-ity to Magazine, down Magttziueto 
Julia, tip Julia to Camp, down Camp, stopping 
at the Eia office, thence to Canal street, where 
die proeession was dismissed. 

A lsrge number ot residences were brilliant- 
ly i'.: minated. Among them we noticed the 
business bouse of North & Co , No. 48 Char- 
tres street, and the store of Stapleton & Co., 
No. 95 C'er.sl street. Both tnese Arms had 
flung to tLe h-etze Immense t tilled State3 
flaoe durtrg the day, and kept open house, 
with a bountiful supply ot the good things of 
tie world. 

The rooms of the Sanitary Commission, No. 
23 Carondelet street, were also brilliantly 
lighted up, and a full supply of creature com- 
loits were offered by these gentlemen to the 
friends of the Union. 

Tke procession halted in front of the resi- 
dence ot Admiral Farragut, und on the ap- 
fceaianr c of that veteran in response to tne 
call ot the ciowd, he was hailed with tremen- 
dous applause. 

The crowd that followed the procession 
throughout the entire length of the route was 
lsrfer than the procession itself, filling the 
streets from banquette to banquette. Chears 
were given for the Unior, for Gen. Banks, for 
President Lincoln, and for General Grant. 

The utmost order prevailed throughout the 
evening, and we have heard of no accidents 
or onpleasact incidents to mar tht harmony 
of (he QCCKion.

Washington, July 22. 

A special despatch to the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette says General Sickles left for New York 
to-day. He hopes soon to be able to resume 
command of bis old corps. There is a rumor 
in town of Johnston's surrender to Sherman 
or Grant, but it is impossible, as yet, to gel it 
sufficiently authenticated. 

Fifteen thousand wounded soldiers in all 
have been taken from the field at Gettysburg 
and sent to tbe different hospitals throughout 
the country.

The Captain ran 
away; the crew tell different stories about 
her destination, and she is supposed to be a 
rebel vessel under the English flag. 

The draft in Philadelphia goes on quietly. 

Caibo, July 22. 

The following notice has just been re- 
ceived by Captain Pinnock and made public. 
It bears no date: 

"The steamers destined for New Orleans 
with merchandise shipped and permitted ac- 
cording to law wiil be convoyed all the way 
through to Vicksburg, from which place a 
sufficient force will be ready to start every 
Monday morning to give protection to the 
convoys. No vessel will be permitted to go 
down the river without a convoy for the pres- 
ent. 

"Steamers will be obliged to lie over a week 
if they do not arrive on or before the day of 
the week on which convoys start. Arrived 
vessels, however, going between town3 will 
also give convoy; but no regularity must be 
expected from them or great despatch, as they 
may have to stop on the way. This arrange- 
ment will commence on the 10th of August 
next, 1863.

Columbus, July 22. 

The information relative to Morgan's men 
is that the remnant of them are not captured. 
They are prowling about the country in 
several baDds, the largest of which is with 
Morgan himself. 

A despatch received here to-day from Par- 
kersburg states that Col. Runkle had tele- 
graphed there to the effect that Morgan was 
crossing the Muskingum above Marietta. 

Col. Wallace, with a force of infantry and 
artillery, had moved to intercept them. 

The despatch affirms that by actual count 
21G rebels succeeded in crossing the river at 
Bellei ille. They were under the command of 
Col. Johnston. When last heard from they 
had passed through Burning Springs, and 
were en route for DeKalb and Glenville. 

From advices received by Governor Tod 
and Gen. Mason, it appears that Morgan was 
at Nelsonville, Athens county, this morning, 
and this afternoon at 1 o'clock was at Logan, 
Hocking county. He is represented to have 
with him between 300 and 400 men, who were 
stealing all the horses along their route of 
march. The militia are blocking up the road 
to prevent bis further advance. 

One thousand cavalry are in pursuit of them. 
It is thought Morgan may attempt to cross 
the Muskingum at McConnelsville, or may 
even strike it at Scwansville. Let him go to 
either place, or anywhere on the river and he 
will meet with a warm reception. 

The 85th went to Lewansville this evening, 
and under Col. Lemret it will do effective ser- 
vice on the Mirskingum river. One of Mor- 
gan's Lieutenants taken prisoner and now 
here says the whole force which crossed the 
Ohio into Indiana was 3,lo0.

Continued 
until to-morrow morning. 

John Keegan and Geo. H. Crack, charged 
with robbing Gottlieb Myers of $1,05. Dis- 
charged. 

Wm. Hulet wa3 found dead drunk in the 
street. He was held over in $100 not to drink 
any more for 2 months. 

Wm. Whitrow, charged with assaulting 
Jos. SweeDey, a police officer. He was held 
over in $100 to answer an indictment at the 
next term of the Court. 

Tbos. Bryan, charged with shooting an.l 
wounding Jacob Ung without previous mal- 
ice. Bail in $200 to answer an indictment. 

L. P. Upton, drunk and disorderly conduct. 
Bail in $200 for six months. 

Wm. Scott, f. m. c, and Jack Coleman, a 
slave of Mrs. Zanone, drunk and disorderly 
conduct Scott was fined five shillings, and 
Jack received seven stripes. 

A peace warrant was disposed of. 

Robukuy.— On Sunday morning the 18th 
inst., a band of guerillas visited Scottsville, 
Allen county, Ky., and completely demolished 
thestorcof J. W. Heeter, Esq , robbing him 
of about $4,000 worth of goods. They also 
robbed Messrs. Carpenter & Brown, but of 
what amount we are not informed. These 
merchants are true Union men, as also 
are the great majority of the citizens of Allen 
tounty. Mr. Heeter represented the county 
in the last Legislature, and has made many 
personal and pecuniary sacrifices for the Union 
cause, and we very much regret that he has 
suffered so much at the hands of these das- 
tardly thieves. Ought not something to be 
done to rid the border of these plundering 
gangs? Wo arc*told that they fired upon 
some sick soldiers there, and killed on? man. 

More Prisoners. — The Havana Thursday 
morning brought up from the Military Prison 
at HeDderson thirty rebel pri3oners. The on- 
ly commissioned officers among them were 
two Lieutenants. Young Machen, the son of 
tht rebel Congressman of that name from this 
State, is among the prisoners. He is an Or- 
derly Sergeant in the 1st Kentucky battery. 
He was taken with several others in the inte- 
rior of this State, some time since, by the effi- 
cient Col. Foster, commanding at Henderson. 
Tbey were consigned to the Military Prison 
in this city^ 

MoRtiAN in Ohio. — We are permitted to 
make the following extract from the letter of a 
lady liviDg in Ohio, written to her brother in 
this city: 

Home, July 16. 

Dear Brother: As I learned you were ex- 
pecting Morgan in your city, and thinking 
perhaps you all felt alarmed, I have concluded 
to write and tell you that he will not reach 
Louisville this week, as he is very much pleased 
with Ohio — particularly Clermont county. In 
my last I promised lo keep you posted ; but I 
had not more than sealed the letter and sent it 
to the pesteffice, before his advance guard 
were in town, and at dark bis whole force 
were comfortably quartered among us. Just 
think cf my having five of Morgan's scamps 
in my house, and orders to prepare supper for 
tbem! I tell you I did not trouble myself 
either as to quality or quantity of food, and I 
let them know that their presence was far from 
detirable. They helped themselves to all the 
good horses, but did no other damage except 
to clean cut John Harvey 's store. Vou better 
believe they plat ed smash generally after they 
once t<ot intide. It did not take them long 
te doff their old grensy bats and caps and put 
en rew ones. They helped themselves to 
bo-ots and shoes, stuff for pants, aud even 
prints, muslins, gloves, and dress goe>ds of all 
descriptions. Our loss is not less than two 
thousand five hundred dollars. John Harvey 
is pretty "blue,'' and I can't say that I am 
much better off. ( ft course ethers lost con- 
siderably, but 1 believe that we lost more than 
bdv one in the township. We took good care 
to keep tbe greenbacks out of srght. I carried 
the contents of the s*ft> about my person all 
the time '<>■.' wcre bere. They spent the 
wrth us, and when they loft next morn- 
ing fired the bridge and burned it up. They 
were bent upon burning tbe school-ho"- h Lj 
we begged so hard that ihev V ; 
The next dav^rh. -uoisand of ou forces 
Da*sed ttxoug" in pursuit, but I fear they are 
[o^ wte. The rebels bad taken all we bad to 
eat, but there were willing hearts and some 
flour left, and the way we rolled out the bis- 
cuit and pies was a sight worth seeing. The 
Captain cf Morgan's artillery deserted here, 
went to Mr. Dudley and took the oath of alle- 
giance, and was sent to Gen. Burnside yester- 
dav He says the rebels had but eight rounds 
of ammunition, and expected an attack here 
If our men had not went fifteen miles out of 
tbe way they could have captured the whole 
eane *s tbey were worn out and slept like 
UV all night. Since they have gone we 
have nothing but panics, and people have ta- 
ken their valuables and hid them in the woods 
and hollows. 

Friday evening — and we are all here sate 
and sound, and Morgan nowhere near us. He 
went from bere to Mt. lloreb, Sardinia, and 
Winchester. Morgan captured the mail, and 
ycur last letter was found in We3. Kain's fire- 
place. How I wish you could havo seen our 
store, everything torn down axd destroyed. 
It was sickening. I suppose we are beginning 
to feel the horrors of war. Paper is scarce. 
The rebstook it all. When Morgan gets to 
Louisville just let me know. MAGGIE.

CONTKMl'LATKD iNTASION OF KENTUCKY. — 

We give below a communication from Parson 
Brownlow, embodying a letter to himself from 
a citizen of North Georgia, whom he vouches 
for as a well-informed and reliable man. We 
ask the attention of all concerned to what the 
Parson and his correspondent say. 

Nashville, July 21, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

I am not an alarmist, nor do I usually make 
a noise over small matters, but I have received 
a letter from Georgia which has made such an 
impression upon my mind that I feel bound to 
make a publication of the facta in the Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati papers. The letter is in 
these *ords: 

"North Gkorcia, July 11, 18C3. 

"D«. Brownlow: I have not seen you for 
two years, but I look with interest upon all 
that "concerns you, and let me assure you that 
the abuse of yeu in the Southern papers, 
which has been bitter, has not lowered you in 
my esteem. You are right — you have been 
right from the beginning, and such will be the 
judgment of the country before you die with 
old age. 

"The late retreat of Bragg is denounced by 
the chivalry as disgraceful, and it is the more 
mortifying to them from the fact that they 
had expressed their confidence in Kragg's 
ability to whip Rosecrans, and to take Nash- 
ville. The loss of Vicksburg is crushing to 
them, and many of their leading men give up 
alias lost. What effect this late disaster will 
have upon their future plans and purposes I 
am not able to conjecture, but I will state to 
you what I am certain have been their plans. 
Indeed I know what they have intended, aad 
what well informed leaders have declared. 
They intended, as a fall campaign, to invade 
Kentucky upon a large scale, starting out of 
East Tennessee, and to sack and burn Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati. Preparatory to this, 
they intended to send an invading force upon 
a small scale to spy out the country. At the 
same time they intended to mass their troops 
in Virginia and make a determined assault 
upon Washington. I will not give my name, 
but I will relate an incident which occurred 
when you were all night at my house several 
years ago, and you*will at once recognize me 
as an old familiar Whig friend. 1 with- 
hold ray name, because this letter may not 
reach you, and might hang me. I state, how- 
ever, thai, when Bragg's army retreated, they 
divided— one portion going up the road into 
East Tennessee, and the greater portion of 
them coming into Georgia, upon the State 
road. But few, if any of them, remained at 
Chattanooga." 

Now. Messers Editors, I know the writer of 
this letter, and let me say I know him to be 
a man of fine business qualifications, of good 
common sense, and a well-informed and reli- 
able man. He is a man of good property and 
a slaveholder. I tell you, and through you 
the people of Louisville, Cincinnati, and 
Washington, that there is more in this affair 
than may strike them at first glance. I give 
the facts to you and you can give them to the 
Cincinnati and Washington papers, and our 
military authorities at those points can attach 
to them whatever importance they may deem 
proper. The rebels may change their plans, 
but that they intended these movements I have 
no sort of doubt. 

I am, very truly, W. G. BROWNLOW. 

There can be no question that it has been 
the settled plan of the rebel leaders to mike a 
most formidable and tremendous fall campaign 
in Kentucky. We have for weeks past been 
receiving evidences of this from scores of 
sources independent of each other. Eviden- 
ces gathered in each of many quarters have 
confirmed and strengthened evidences gather- 
ed from all other quarters. We would enu- 
merate those evidences if it could do any go 3d. 
But the public may rely upon the fact. What 
changes, if any, have been brought about in 
the rebel programme by the late over- 
whelming rebel reverses in various parts of 
the country, we, like Mr. Brownlow's 
correspondent, know not; very possibly no 
change at all. Not improbably it is the fully- 
ananged plan of the rebels now to endeavor 
to retrieve their shattered fortunes by pouring 
their whole strength into Kentucky in pursu- 
ance of their long cherished intention. And 
perhaps, next to laying down their arms and 
acquiescing in the restoration of the Union, 
this would be as promising a coarse of action 
as they could take. What they expected to 
undertake with feelings of confidence, they 
may undertake all the sooner and the more 
fiercely from a feeling akin to despair. 

It doesn't at all surprise us to see the state- 
ment in the letter (Venn North Georgia, that 
the rebels have intended, during their projected 
fall invasion of Kentucky, to sack and burn 
Louisviile and Cincinnati. This has been the 
fixed rebel intention from almost the very 
commencement of the rebellion. We have 
heard it constantly for two years from men 
coming from Buckner's, Bragg's, and other 
rebel armies below us. It has been a habit- 
ual thing for officers and men in those armies 
to denounce Louisville and Cincinnati m 
"infernal abolition holes" and swear to U3e 
the first opportunity for their utter de- 
struction. We have every right to pre- 
sume that the U. S. military authorities fully 
understand the dangers that threaten Ken- 
tucky and will do their whole duty in the way 
of defending her, for the government, as a 
government, is deeply interested in saving her 
from rebel possession and rebel spoliaticn. 
But the Kentuckians must not rely upon the 
Federal government alone. Much of what is 
to be done should be done by themselves. 
They should immediately organize and arm 
and be prepared to make an invading foe pay 
dear for his temerity. When the demon-plun- 
derers come among us, red death should greet 
them not only upon open battle-fields but from 
behind every rock and fence and stump and 
tree. 

In our opinion this is a wrong time, an ex- 
ceedingly wrong time, for the able-bodied men 
of Louisville to break up their military organ- 
^T^a'^.njfas the most perfect enrolment 
reluctant to enduTe' tW^ ho w / nt . int0 {t > 
becoming interested in the manua^'naTf™ 
found it an agreeable exercise, but the 
order for disbanding the Legion of Defence 
seems to have most effectually paralyzed the 
whole movement. The declaration of martial 
law, like the whistle of the Highland chief, 
raised up an army almost instantaneously, but 
at the last order, as at the wave of the chief- 
tain band,

It seemed as if the mother earth 
Had swallowed up her warlike birth. 

It cannot be possible that the coercive mili- 
tary requirements of martial law were the 
only inducements which led six or seven 
thousand of our citizens to fly to arms and 
drill with such zeal and attention. We will 
not believe that it was either fear of a rebel 
foe or apprehension of the severity of the De- 
partment Commander. There must have been 
some patriotic enthusiasm to stimulate them, 
and, if there was, we appeal to it for the 
preservation of the organization and the per- 
manence of the Legion of Defence for the 
city of Louisville.

If any honest and candid man sincerely 
wishes to know whether we have a rebel or 
quasi-rebel ticket in Kentucky, let him mark 
the position and the course of all the well- 
known rebels in the State.

He will find, that, to a 
man they are vehemently electioneering for 
Wickliffe, Harney, & Co., supporting the no- 
more-men-and- no-more-money candidates for 
all the offices to be filled. This is a simple and 
unquestionable fact, and, to any one who has 
the power and the will to think and reflect, it 
is a fact of deep and momentous significance. 
Disloyal men may seek to disguise the truth 
and lead confiding persons astray by all the 
means they can devise, but we tell you, fellow- 
citizens, that the movement of our opponents 
is a movement in the direct and immediate 
interests of the rebellion. The leading rebels 
in Kentucky understand well what they are 
about, for they give up their whole souls by 
day and by night to the one purpose of win- 
ning our State over by cunning, by fraud, by 
force, or by any other conceivable means, 
to the rebel cause. Their reliance is upon 
getting a Governor and a Legislature 
that shall throw Kentucky into practical op- 
position to the prosecution of the war for the 
restoration of the Union, and they are flushed 
with the hope of success. Surely no man of 
common sense, if he will give his mind fair 
play for five minutes, can be cajoled and 
fooled into believing that the whole of the 
rebels and rebel sympathizers in our State, 
the men who are working for the rebellion 
more effectually than if they were bearing 
arms in the ranks of Lee or Bragg, would 
labor as they do for the Wickliffe ticket and 
the kindred candidates for Congress and the 
Legislature, if they did not know that the 
success of their labor would involve infinite 
trouble to the Union cause. 

Fellow-citizens, the triumph of tho rebel 
movement would be the most dreadful of ca- 
lamities to Kentucky. This is not a time — 
now when the Union armies are everywhere 
triumphant and the rebellion is tottering to 
its fall — for our State to let herself be cast into 
practical antagonism to the Federal Gov- 
ernment and practical fellowship with the 
rebel Confederacy. Let rebels in office and 
rebels out of office do what they may, Ken- 
tucky will remain in the Union, and the 
Federal laws wilt be executed throughout 
her borders. If our people allow them- 
selves to be cheated into giving their 
votes to establish a rebel State Govern- 
ment, which shall throw the State 
on the side of the rebellion, it will 
inevitably be set aside in favor of a 
military Government, for, although Ken- 
tuckians may be swindled out of their votes 
by false pretences, the United States must not, 
cannot, will not consent to be swindled out of 
Kentucky. Our State cannot be taken out of 
the Union, but she may, by the treason of her 
sons, be plunged into an almost fathomless 
staof misery and strife. Never yet did her 
destiny depend a thousandth part so much 
upon the doings of a day as it will depend upon 
the action of her people at the polls in the 
coming election. Words can scarcely set forth 
the magnitude of the crisis that is upon her.

The church- 
going bell is not beard amid the roar of eannon, 
and the devout prayers of pious congregations 
are drowned in the anguished screams of the 
wounded and the moans of the dviDg. The 
text may be given and the solemn organ swell 
its accompaniment to the anthem of praise, 
but they cannot shut out the thoughts of the 
war, which at all tim?s and in all places are 
predominant in every mind. Wedo not there- 
fore attempt any argument to show that it is 
no more desecration to print the reports of bat- 
tles on the Sabbath than it is to have all our 
ghts directed intently and painfully upon 
m. The war absorbs everything, but our 
love of God, our confidence in His mercy, and 
an unfaltering conviction that He will bring 
our country out of the wilderness of civil 
commotion into the promised land of benig- 
nant peace. We know the feverish impatience 
of all to receive all possible information, and 
we shall exert ourselves to furnish it from 
whatever source it can be obtained through 
other papers, or correspondence, or by the 
agency of the telegraph.

The de- 
nial is a mistake. The Journal says we did 
not obtain the information in question, and 
so, in disappointed bitterness, "foully asperse" 
im. We might have obtained the informa- 
had we chosen to disregard the obliga- 
s under which we, or any other persons, 
were placed the moment we or they saw the 
word "private" plainly written on the face of 
the note — as it was. — Democrat. 

Tbe Editor tells his readers that we said we 
never saw the note referred to. We said no 
such thing. We didn't say whether we saw 
il or not. If our neighbor continues to make 
so many erroneous statements, he will physi- 
cally incapacitate himself to make any other 
kind. 

The Editor treats our denial that the note 
was marked "private" as an admission that 
we saw it. He seems not to know the mean- 
ing of the plainest words. What he calls our 
"denial" was this— "a gentleman in the tele- 
graph office has volunteered to us the state- 
ment, that, to his personal knowledge, there 
was no mark of privtttt on the note left upon 
Mr. Tjler's table." We claimed no personal 
knowjjd^e whatever. 
The Editor repeats his assertion that the 
6t« was marked private. We have the best 
authority for repeating that it was not. Mr. 
Tyler states that it was not. He says, how- 
ever, that, upon the scrap of paper containing 
the note, there was a line or two giving the 
name of the officer from whom tbe news waj 
obtained, and, that this was marked "private," 
the word referring not to the items but to the 
source they came from. Mr. Tyler further 
3ays that he regarded the note as in no sense 
private, and that we or any Editor, seeing it 
uj>on his table, would in his view have had a 
perfect right to use it. 

This whole matter between us and the 
Democrat lies within a very narrow compass. 
We have done nothing not perfectly right and 
proper, but the Democrat has used our special 
telegraphic matter without giving us credit. 



' We take pleasure in correcting a part 
of what we said in a paragraph of our morn- 
ing edition in relation to the Democrat. Th.it 
paper was right in saying that the despatch of 
the 20th inst., from Gen. Shackelf >rd to Lieut. 
Col. Richmond, published by us in our noon 
edition of Tuesday, was subsequently tele- 
graphed here from Cincinnati in the regular 
spatches of the afternoon of the same day. 
_)ur clerk, knowing that the document was 
already published by us, took it out of our 
copy of the evening despatches as they passed 
through his hands. Hence our mistake, which 
of course we regret. Still it i3 true, as charg- 
that the Democrat did on Tuesday use our 
privaretjtlegrnph matter without giving credit 
for it. Though the telegram to Lieut. Col. 
Richmond was in the public despatches of 
Tuesday evening, the following, appended to 
it, was not: 

All the prisoners, numbering 2,500, with 
iias-il Duke, are at and near Pomeroy, and are 
expected h^re to-morrow. About two hun- 
dred of Mergan's men were killed and drown- 
ed in their effort to cross the Ohio at Buffing- 
ton. 

This was a private despatch from Mr. Osborn 
to the Journal, contained in no public des- 
patches, yet the Democrat used it without 
credit. So, although our charge against the 
Democrat was not correct in its full extent, it 
scarcely did any injustice to that paper. A 
ewspaper has no more right to "convey" a 
short despatch than a larger one. To "con- 
vey" is to "convey." The quantity "convey- 
ed" affects not the character of the transaction. 



Brutality of a Rkiihl Preacher. — Most o 
our readers, says the New Albany Ledger, and 
particularly those in Kentucky, will remem- 
ber that some twelve months ago a notorious 
preacher named Scobev, wa3 arraigned before 
the Louisville Conference of the M. E. Church, 
on a charge of disloyalty, and by a bare ma- 
jority of one succeeded in getting his case 
continued for one year— or until another Con- 
ference. In the prosecution of the case, Rev. 
Mr. Cornelius, now of Corydon, Ind., but 
then a member of thj Louisville Conference, 
was very active, earnestly believing that no 
traitor was a fit man to dispenss the word of 
life. 

We are informed that when Morgan visited 
Corydon this renegade Methodi3t preacher, 
Scobey, who was acting as Chaplain to one of 
the horse-thief regiments, was with him. 
Hearing that Rev. Mr. Cornelius resided in 
the town, he took a file of the soldiers and 
sought out his residence. Mr. Cornelius was 
not at home, and thus escaped being mur- 
dered. Scobey, however, was determined to 
have his revenge, and so he ordered the sol- 
diers to take out of the house all of Cornelius's 
goods, which was done. The furniture was 
broken to pieces, beds ripped open and their 
contents scattered, bed clothing torn into 
tatters, and a general destruction wrought. 

But the climax of this scoundrel Scobey s 
infamy was not yet reached. Several weeks 
ago the amiable and much-loved lady of Mr. 
Cornelius died. Mr. C. had carefully packed 
away her clothing, to keep as sacred memen- 
toes of one dearer to him than all the world 
beside. Scobey was told of this fact, yet with 
a fiendishness such as we have never before 
heard of, he took the dresses, skirts, and all 
the other under-clothing of the dead woman, 
his late sitter in the church, and tore them 
with his own hands into the smallest frag- 
ments. He tlfus revenged himself on a living 
man by the grossest sacrilege on all that re- 
mained of what had been the property of his 
dead wife. Is there on record a parallel to 
this infamy ? How tru3 it is that when trea- 
son enters man's heart it sets up therein a 
carnival of all the baser and most hellish pas- 
sions of his nature.

Accident on the River. — A dreadful acci- 
dent occurred on board the steamer City of 
Alton while that boat, which was on her way 
from St. Louis to Memphis, was aground on 
the bar at Herculaneum. The mates and en- 
tire deck crew were engaged last Saturday in 
sparring the boat over the bar, when the 
spar, a long and heavy piece of timber, 
worked by blocks and tackle attached to the 
"nigger" engine, broke. Quick as a fla3h of 
lightning four of the deck hands were killed 
on the deck, and seven were knocked into tbe 
river, five of whom were drowned. The 
names of the men have not been received. 
The boat got over the bar and proceeded on 
her voyage. The bodies of those killed on 
the deck were buried decently on the shore, 
close by the scene of the accident. 



The Tobacco Crop.— The New Albany 
Ledger of the 23d inst. says: "We conversed 
yesterday with a gentleman who has lately 
been travelling for an extensive New York 
tobacco house through the tobacco-growing 
regions of Kentucky and Indiana. He informs 
U3 that the prospect for a very large tobacco 
crop is most encouraging. Nearly every far- 
mer in Southern and Western Kentucky hts 
more or less ground umler cultivation in this 
great staple, while in Indiana the area of 
ground planted in it is at lea9t one-half 
greater than in any previous season. The 
plants look healthy and vigorous, and are 
growing thriftily." 

Died ok His Wounds. — John Wilson, o' 
Cincinnati, one of the prisoners who wa3 
stabbed by the jailer of Lexington, while at- 
tempting to make his escape from the Fayette 
county jail last week, has since died from the 
effects of his wounds. Mr. Lusby, the jailer, 
promptly gave himself up to the authorities 
of Lexington, and demanded an investigation 
of the case. The testimony upon the exami- 
nation showed that he acted solely in self-de- 
fence, and he was accordingly discharged. 



I©" A strange and melancholy coincidence 
has been noted in the history of Major 
MeCook's family and their connection with 
the war. His youngest son Charles was killed 
at the first battle of Hull Run, on the 21st day 
of July, 1801 ; his son, Col. Robert McCook, 
was killed on the 21st day of July, 1802, and 
the father was himself killed on the 21st day 
of July, 1863.

Intelligence is received that the town of 
Port Platta.St. Domingo, was totally destroyed 
by fire on the 30th of June. 

Tbe news from Rio Janeiro to the nth of 
June reports a difficulty between Gen. Webb, 
the American Minister, and the Brazilian 
Government. It was said that the General 
had demanded satisfaction from Brazil for 
having tolerated the Confederate corsairs Ala- 
bama, Florids, and Georgia in the waters of 
the empire. At Pernambuco Bazln it was 
also said that Gen. Webb had demanded in- 
demnity for the burning of an American ves- 
sel, and he exacted the dismissal of the Presi- 
dents of the provinces of Bahia and Pernam- 
bneo. 

Two newspapers, printed at Rio Jenerio, 
state that our Minister had presented a protest 
against the action of which he complained, 
ami that the Imperial Government had con- 
sented to dimiss the Presidents of the two 
Provinces named if the Government of the 
Uuited States approved of General Webb's 
course. 

Brazil is supposed to be friendly to the 
United States, but, having recognized the 
Confederates as belligerents, she could not 
deny ber ]K>rts to their armed vessels any more 
than to ours. 

Fortress Monroe, July 22. 
The following are among the deaths in 
the Libby Prison Hospital, Richmond, from 
May 25 to July 10: A.J. Bailey, citizen of 
New York, died May 25; S. E. Elliott, pri- 
vate, :>3d Indiana, died June 13; Pat Doyle, 
private, 6th U. S. cavalry, died June 25; M. 
Golden, 2d Ohio, died July 2; J. Spring, 43d 
Illinois, died July 13. 

Cincinnati, July 23. 
Morgan this afternoon was in Guernsey 
county, near the Central Ohio Railroad, and 
was supposed to be making eastward for the 
Ohio river. 

Washington, July 23. 

Admiral Lee, in a communication dated off 
Newport News, enclosed a copy of the report 
from Captain Case, respecting the driving 
ashore, by the Ptnobscot, and the subsequent 
abandonment by her crew, of the steamer 
Kate on the 12th inst., at the south end of 
Smith's Island. 

An attempt was made by the Penobscot's 
crew to get her afloat under the guns of the 
blockaders, but without success, and she was 
subsequently burnt. It 13 a double-screw 
schooner-rigged iron 3teamer, with an assorted 
cargo of merchandise, and notorious blockade- 
runner. 

To-day in the District Conrt a decree was 
granted confiscating the personal estate of Dr. 
Garrelt.son- in-law of Ex-Gov. Wise,during his 
life time, while his real estate is an absolute 
forfeiture The same principles effect eventeen 
other cases, in which similar decrees were 
ordered to be issued. 

The Petersburg Express of the 22d, referring 
to the cavrlry expedition sent out by General 
Foster, says : The Yankee raiders burnt the 
railroud bridge over the Tar river, near Rock 
Mount. They destroyed the depot at that 
place, tore up two miles of track, burnt 
five thousand bales cotton, and a large cotton 
factory. The bridge over Tar river was on 
the Wilmington and Welden Railroad, and 
was about 300 yards long. They also captured 
a train of cars, which contained two car-Ioais 
cf ammunition and 30,000 pounds bacon, 
which were destroyed. 

Fortress Monroe, July 23. 

The flag of truce boat New York arrived 
this evening from City Point with 1,200 pris- 
oners of war.

W. Clemens, of tbe "3d In- 
diana, was shot to-night by the guard while 
attempting to escape from jail andkilled.

PlIILADKLrlUA, July 21. 

The subscription agent reports the sale of 
$1,495,000 worth of 5-203 to-day. 

The Common Council have negotiated the 
bill appropriating $500,000 to pay exemptions 
for drafted men. The vote stood: Eighteen 
Democrats for the bill, and eighteen Republi- 
cans and lour Democrats against. A bill sub- 
sequently passed appropriating $1,000,000 for 
the relief of the families of the drafted. 

Washinuton, July 23. 

The Post-office Department will resume 
mail communication between the West aud 
New Orleans by the Mississippi as soon as it 
shall ascertain that it can be done with safety. 

Aobcbn, N. Y., July 23. 
The draft for the city of Auburn and seven- 
teen tub districts in the county of Cayaga 
took place in this city to-day. The best or- 
der was observed and the best spirit wa3 man- 
ifested.

ALLIANCE OF WICKLIFFITES WITH ORIGIN- 
AL SECESSIONISTS. 

The Louisville Democrat, the organ of the 
Wickliffe party, complains that it is n misuo- 
mer to call it a secession party. We judge of 
men by the company they keep, and of na- 
tions and parlies by the alliances they form. 
No paper more persistingly calls the Republi- 
can party abolitionists than does the Demo- 
crat; although ihe Chicago platform disavows 
the doctrines of the abolitionists. And in this 
ihe Democrat If right. If the party of the 
Democrat is to be judged by the same rule, 
what is to be the conclusion? That party 
can ba\e no hope of success without the votes 
of avowed secessionists. Nay, it will be 
co-npo6td of a large and controlling ma- 
jority of secessiouists who dare not now 
hoist their own appropriate colors, but will 
abide their time to display their true char- 
acter. When the adopted leaders of these 
secessionists are once in power, they will 
claim the right to dictate that policy, and, 
upon a fair calculation of chances, they 
v> ill succeed. That this party of the Demo- 
crat is making its calculations largely upon 
iLis alliance with secessionists becomes more 
and more apparent; and as the time for the 
elec tion approaches, the cloven foot is more 
boldly displayed, w itness the recent addi- 
tions to their ticket which hasgrown so grad- 
ually into proportions. Grant (ireen and Rev. 
T. C. McKee are both open and avowed seces- 
sionists — have at no time been in any sympa- 
thy with the Union party, and would at all 
times exhibit the customary joy of secession- 
ists at the success ol Southern arms. Green, 
as State Auditor, has surrounded himself with 
disloyal clerks, filling vacancies with the same 
rort as some have gone to the Southern army, 
aDd makes no disguise of his sympathy with 
rebellion. He was recently seized by Morgan 
on a boat on the Ohio river, and claimed ex- 
emption from restraint as a candidate of the 
Southtrn patty. So it is reported. Mr. Mc- 
Kee is no less exceptionable. For some time 
he disguised his position with adroitness, and 
even succeeded in slipping upon a govern- 
ment sanitary boat going to the battle-field of 
Shilob, but it turned out that solicitude about 
the fate of a rebel brother fighting against us. 
rather than sympathy with his suffering coutr- 
trymen, was the moving cause. 

"Can a party that is willing to elevate open 
secessionists to office be anything more or less 
than a secession party ? Does the Democrat 
still entertain the belief that men cannot hon- 
orably hold office under a government which 
they desire shall be overthrown? Was the 
military order on that subject proper last sum- 
mer and wrong this? It will be seen whether 
the Democrat will call upon the authorities 
either before or after the election to discharge 
their duties in respect to these gentlemen.

A BATCH OF ROYAL GOSSIP. 

TrtF MONATtrHS AND PHINCES OF EUROPE— 

THE ; AN. - lVtlWABV Ot <tVK*X VICTORIA'S 

ACCESSION. hosDO H, Juae 20, 1863. 

Twenty-six years ago to-day, Qjeen Vic- 
toria — a maiden cf seventeen — succeeded to 
the British throne and was crowned at West- 
minster Abbey. After a reign almost unpar- 
alleled for its quiet popularity, the Queen, 
now awidow and a grandmother, remains "the 
first lady in the world," and probably the 
most beloved of living sovereigns. Happily 
for herself, she was never intended for a poli- 
tician, ana has done all that was demanded of 
her by maintaining a life of dignity and ex- 
emplary virtue — a life which, however fre- 
qumt in humbler spheres, forms the exception 
when followed by crowned heads. 

The accession day has created no excitement 
in London. To be sure the bells were rung 
for half an hour or so in the morning, and 
some of the vessels in the docks were dressed 
with flags, while fashionable circles were agi- 
tated aboutthe "drawing-room'' held at Buck- 
ingham Palace by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, "by command of her Maje9ty." Other- 
wise the day was as entirely unnoticed in 
England as it was in the United States, the 
Church alone excepted. 

One might naturally expeat that at West- 
minster Abbey, the scene of Victoria's coro- 
nation, the thanksgiving service would have 
been largely attended; but not more than a 
score or two of persons — and most of them 
casual tourists — were present, if I except the 
large body of choristers and officiating pri st3. 
The service was a sort of modification of that 
used daily, opening with an appropriate loyil 
quotation from the first Kpistle of Timotny. 
Instead of the Venite, a canticle was sung, 
taken from various portions of Scripture. 

For the proper Psalms for the day were sub- 
stituted the twentieth and twenty-first, and 
the one hurdred and first. The lessons were 
the first chapter of Joshua and the thuteenth 
of Romans. 

The Dean of Westminster, escorted to the 
pulpit by two very ferocious beadles, who held 
aloft silver-tipped staves, preached the sermon 
this morning, taking for his text the passage 
from 1 Timothy, chapter ii, verses 1 and 2. 

Thus was the accession day of Victoria Re- 
gina observed in the capital city of her do- 
minions. 

But notwithstanding the popularity of the 
Queen, there are occasional breaths of a coun- 
ter-current; respect is cot wholly unmingled 
withpity, lor the well-known rumor of Victo- 
ria's tendency to the insanity hereditary in 
her family find ample credence here. Never 
before have her changes of residence been so 
numerous as this season. Like a Wandering 
Jew, the bereaved Queen is kept vibrating be- 
tween town and country, never remaining 
over two weeks in one place. From Osborne 
the goes to Windsor, and from Windsor to 
Balmoral, aftd from Balmoral to Buckingham 
Palace, and from Buckingham back to Wind- 
sor. Shortly she will leave for Belgium to re- 
main three weeks, spending part of .the time 
at the cattle of Rosenbau, and the rest with 
her uncle the King of the Belgians; and then 
the vibrations between her British palaces will 
be resumed. 

The death of her mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, was fhe occasion when the unfavorable 
symptoms first became alarming. Until then 
victoria s life had been a charmed dream of 
h ppiness. Her father died too young for her 
t ttel bis loss, and as she was the only child, 
she never had the opportunity of experiencing 
a near bereavment. She never lost a child, 
though favored with an unusutlly numerous 
progeny, and so until ber mothei's death there 
was no skeleton at Victoria's life-long feast. 

Prince Albert's influence was, nowever, 
usefully exerted to remove the orphaned 
Queen's despondency; but when a year or two 
later he too was taken «■« ■. the melancholly 
following the first natural' shock was again 
alarming. The Queen shunned all society, 
finding cer chief solace in the company of her 
sreond daughter, Alice, since married to the 
Prince of Hesse-Darmetidt. The court and 
fashionable society reflected the despondency 
of the sovereign, and London tradesmen 
found that the royal widow's grief cost them 
their most profitable patronage. 

For a year back, therefore, there has been 
no little diseatistaction on this score. The 
shopkeepers of Regent street, who occupy the 
finest London stores, leased to them by the 
Crown, were threatened with bankruptcy, and 
the public generally began to think that the 
Queen's grief was oppressively excessive, and 
that it was quite time for the usual Court gay- 
eties to be resumed. The marriage of the 
Prince of Wales was another occasion for fault- 
linding. The Queen, it will be remembered, 
instead of taking any part in the pageant, sat 
in the royal gallery arrayed in sable widow's 
weeds, and exerting a chilling influence over 
the scene. It is even said that she wished the 
young bridegroom to wear mourning emblems 
on his wedding-day, but that he absolutely 
refuted. 

At last the Queen, though still declining to 
return herself to fashionable life, consented to 
a compromise, by which she should be repre- 
sented by the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
and of late this worthy bridal pair have been 
most pertinaciously exhibited to the British 
public. The Guildhall of London, the Mer- 
chant Tailors' dinner, the Oxford Commemo- 
ration and other special occasions have been 
favored with their presence. They have 
dined with the Duke of Northumberland at 
his old mansion on Trafalgar square; with 
the Duke of Sutherland, the Dune of Wel- 
lington, the Duke of Bucclcuch, and other 
noblemen. And now tbey are going on a 
country tour to visit the castles and country 
seats of a number of peers and peeresses. Be- 
sides all this, the Prince is to inaugurate the 
tew Town Hall at Hslifax, the last work of 
Sir Charles Barry. Then the Prince and Prin- 
cess go to Scotland, to spend some times at 
Abergeldie Castle, which is near Balmoral, 
and is to be their Scottish residence. They 
have just declined, on the plea of the fatigues 
of the Princess, an invitation from the cor- 
relation of Leeds. 

All this princely excitement gives great 
gratification to the London shopkeepers, but 
John Bull in general is, as ususl, growling 
about the expense. It is said that the Prince 
of Wales manifests extravagant tastes, of 
which bis recent purchase of a hunting seat 
for £70,000, and certain losses on the race- 
courses, are adduced as examples. Then the 
thousands of pounds sterling thrown away on 
the senseless exhibition of Guildhall, where 
the freedom of London was given to the Prince, 
is heartily condemned. This affair, by the 
way, was managed much as your New York 
Aldermen manage similar receptions. Only 
the Mayor and city authorities had the dis- 
posal ot cards of admission, and after the event 
was over the good natured public was charged 
half a crown a head for viewing the banquet 
hall deserted ; and, when once in, an extra 
shilling was demanded for seeing the boudoir 
where the Princess of Wales took off her bon- 
net. 

If England were in a state of great pros- 
perity the outlays attending every step of the 
Prince's progress might not be worthy of de- 
nunciation ; but the scenes I witnessed a week 
ago among the yet starving— actually literally 
starving — operatives of Lnncxshire, mike me 
think that England's shame far surpasses Eng- 
land's gle ry ; and that could the Prince be 
taken through the by-streets of Manchester, 
as well as the palatial mansions of London or 
the rich and elegant colleges of Oxford, he 
would shrink with shuddering horror from 
the expensive ovations, the cost of which 
during the past month only might have 
relieved for one whole year the Buffering 
people of the cotton districts. But I have 
never yet heard of the Prince visiting a 
poor, shabby street. He is, tbey say, 
amiable and kind; he might now, by a few 
charitable impulses and a few benevolent 
deeds, 6et an example to the British aristocra- 
cy which would be amply followed, would do 
real and enormous good to the poor, and 
would insure for him a popularity which no 
prince or sovereign of England has yet en- 
joyed. 

"The Princess of Wales is regarded by the 
British aiistocracy as a poor relation suddenly 
raiEtd to eminence. She is courted and flat- 
tered to her face and criticised behind her 
back. At Oxford the adulatory odes greeting 
the Prince alluded to his wife in absolutely 
sickening strains of flattery. Yet the duch- 
esses and marchionesses think that the little 
lady is rather awkward, and compare her dis- 
advantageous^ with the gem of the British 
royal family, the Princess Alice. Otherwise 
the Princess of Wales has as yet developed no 
a r ecial traits of character; but as she is accom- 
plished and talented — far more so than her 
husband — there is no doubt thatshe will large- 
ly influence his future actions. Courtiers 
know this, and are already endeavoring to win 
her esteem. 

Princess Alice, they say, has the beauty, 
and Prince Alfred the brains, of the royal 
family. He is a lively ambitious young man, 
no great admirer of his big brother, whose 
marriage he at first absolutely refused to at- 
tend He was much disappointed because the 
great powers decided he should not be King 
of Greece, although the Greeks were crazy to 
have him. Prince Alfred s face shows that 
he has far more character than the Prince of 
Wales, and, personally, he is more of a favor- 
ite among the aristocracy. His younger 
brother, Arthur, is just coming into society 
though not past the awkward age. 

A iucky youth is George I, King of the 
Greeks, formerly Prince William of Denmark, 
and brother of the Princess of Wales, to whose 
wedding he owes his crown. He was utterly 
unknown to the great powers till he came to 
London to his sister's wedding. Palmerston 
saw and marked him well. He had long 
straight hair of a hempen hue, a long nose and 
a sober countenance— brains enough for a 
king— and, moreover, was of a suitable age to 
marry one of the younger of Queen Victoria's 
daughters. This settled the matter, and the 
young man was made King of Greece. In 
lfcb4 he will marry the Princess Beatrice of 
Eng.and, and John Bull will be asked for a 
dowry in addition to the Ionian Isles, which 
George will bring to his new kingdom. The-- 
are other royal children to be married off 



however. They say that Palmeriton attend? 
to this boiineM for England, and lie i? gener- 
ally successful. Diplomats t'link that this 
new made Greek king is a gold hit, showing 
even rrore cleverness thnn the marriage ot the 
Princess Royal to the Crown P.ince of Prus- 
sia, for that was a palpable and suitable match. 
But to find a kingless kirgdom an i a crown- 
less head, to dovetail them together and thus 
, gratify Victoria's ambition (which is that 
i every one of her children should sit upon a 
throne), was a brilliant success— worthy of 
1 Warwick the King maker. It atones for the 
! marriage of Princess Alice to the hereditary 
' Prince of Hesse- Darmstadt, for it U generally 
deemed that this graceful young lady is quite 
thrown away on a little German princeling. 
They ou^ht some way or another to have se- 
cured a queenly crown for her. Yet Hesse- 
Darmstadt, little as it is, is a state of consider- 
able pretensions. A poor relation itself, Dirm- 
stadt has noble connections, such as the Kn- 

Bress of Russia, who is a sister to th». reigning 
iiike, and now, by the marriage of Princess 
Alice, a connection of Queen Victoria. 

Queen Victoria is the Defender of the Faith 
and a staunch Protestant. The new king of 
Greece and his future wife are of the same re- 
ligion, but the nation over which he is to reign 
belong to the Greek Church. How will the 
discrepancies be reconciled? In the easiest 
way in the world. King George and spouse 
are to remain Protestants, it may be supposed, 
from reasons of conscience as well as policy; 
but their offspring are to be educated in the 
tenets of the Greek Church. There are tho3e 
who say that it is cowardly for parents to 
cling to hopes of heaven for themselves, but 
let their children get along without them— 
who are not bold enough to change their own 
religion, but decree a change for their poster- 
ity. Yet the young King and Queen, the 
Oaten of England, Lord Palmerston, and the 
British Parliament all consent to it, so it must 
be light. . 

And, by the way, the Protestant royal fami- 
lies of Europe have (riven plenty of prece- 
dents for apostacy, while the Catholics boa3t, 
and I believe with justice, that none of their 
p inces or princesses will change religion from 
motives of policy. The Czareof Russi i have 
to go to Protestant families for wives, and the 
present Czarina — of the Lutheran family of 
Hesse- Darmstadt — is an unusually devout 
daughter of the Greek Church. Alexander 
II bad for his first love a Princess of Saxony, 
but she would not give up her religion for 
him, so he had to give up her; and there arc 
jet — or were two or three years ago — » pair 
of old-maid sisters, princesses of the same 
house of Saxony, who are each near ninety 
years old, and each unmarried, because they 
were two proud to espouse any one of less 
than kingly rank, and too religious to accept 
the offers of Protestant monarchs, while un- 
luckily for their matrimonial hopes, none 
of the Catholic sovereigns of Europe applied 
for their hands and hearts. 

The beloved sovereign of Eagland has, 
afterall, hershare of family pride. Sr> living 
monarch is more tenacious of regal etiquette, 
and ber power extends over the disposal of 
the bands of other members of the royal 
family — one of the Georges, during a family 
squabble, having got Parliament to pass such 
an act. Some time ago the Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, cousin to the Queen, took it into 
her head to fall in love with the Duke of 
Hamilton, and would have married him had 
not ihe Queen, they say, got on the rampage. 
A member of the "royal family to marry a 
subject! The idea! So the Princess Mary 
was obliged to forego the opportunity of get- 
ting a husband, and Hamilton going to Ger- 
many, married a Princess of the Grand Ducal 
family of Baden, while the unlucky cousin to 
a Queen, now fat, fair, and not far from forty, 
interests herself in charitable institutions, and 
takes frequent drives in Hyde Park with her 
aged mother, the Duchess of Cambridge, the 
bystanders removing their bats as she passes. 
She is a royal princess, and should the Con- 
federate States set up a monarchy and elect 
some bachelor slave-driver as king, probably 
Her Most Gracious Majesty would permit the 
new monarch to sue for the hand of the Prin- 
cess, who may not marry a subject, however 
rich or worthy. 

All this gossip is but a condensation of that 
floating around London, and freely talked of; 
and another instalment thereof will be for- 
warded in the next let'er of W. F. W.
